ALGONA COLLEGE. 

AN ACT V> legalize the Incorporation of the Trust-ees of the Algona 
College. 

W HERlIiA8, The trustees of the Algona oollege. an inst.itution 
of learning looated at Algona, in the oouoty of K0881lth, state of 
Iowa, adopted artioles of inoorp!lration on the 3lt;t of May, 1873, 
and have sinoe that time been in the full exeroise of all the pow­
ers and duties imposed by said artioles; and, 

W BERlIiA.8. The inoorporators and officers failed and neglected, 
without fault, to acknowledge the said artioles of inoorporation; 
and, 

WBEREA.8, Doubts exiRt 8S to the validity and legality of said 
organization by reason of said failure; therefore, 

Be it enacted hy the General .A88emhly of the 8tat, of 
Iowa: 

8SCTION 1. That all and every act of said incorporation, 
known as the trustees of the Algona oollege, and any and all 
oontl'aots made by or with it are hereby declared legai and bind­
ing in all respeots, so far as the nme may be affected by said fail­
ure to properly aoknowledge said artioles, and the said inoorpor­
ation shall notwithstanding suoh failure have and possess aoy 
and all the powers conferred by said articles of inoorporation. 

811:c. 2. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, shall 
take effeot from and after its publication in the Algona Republi­
can, and Upper Des Moinell, newspapers publi~bed in Algona, 
Iowa, without expense to the state.
